A gentleman who has | 
traveled through the country, and is familiar with | 
this pass, describes it to us as much more formida- 
ble than that of Cerro Gordo. I[t goes through the | 
mountdin with a steep ascent, and for nearly three | 
miles the road; with high and rugged sides, is only 
sufficient to admit the prssage of a single wagon at 
atime. There is, we are informed, no possibility of 
turning it, and no mode of attack, except by a di- 
rect inovement, through the pass. If this really be 
so, we should think, that with ordinary science and 
courage, 1t could be readily defended ; but we heard 
pretty much the same story of Cerro Gordo, and we 
rather think, whenthe army comes to Rio Frio, 
some other plan of attack will be more practicable 
than by marching through a narrow gorge of the 
mountain, for two to three miles, under the fire of 
an enemy on the steep sides of the road. Tne pass 
is abont thirty-six miles from the capital, and Rio 
Frio (Cold River) supplies the city with water.

Santa Anna,

The life of Santa Anna has been one pe- 
cu jarly eventful. ‘There are few persons, 
in the history of the world, who have expe- 
rienced greater vicissitudes of fortune, and 
his situation at the present momentis such 
that no one can tell whether he is an utter- 
ly ruined man, or whether he is soon again 
to ride upon the crested billow of populari- 
ty and power. Of his parentage, his child- 
hood, his youth, but lite is known. lie 
first emerged from the obscure throng of 
chieftains, who fora long time had been 
battling in Mexico, sometimes against the 
armies of Spuinin the struggle for inde- 
pendence, and again ‘a civil dissensions, 
and conflicts fur superiority, in the yeas 
43821. 

He was the prominent actor in the final 
and successful struggle,when Mexico threw 
off the yoke of subjection to the Spanish 
throne, and established a republican form 
of government. From 1809 to 1821,Mex- 
ico was constantly desolated by war. In 
the year 1821, Iturbide, a Mexican general

sustain the royal cause and to destroy the 
patriots, with his whole army deserted the 
side of the king, joined the feeble forces of 
the patriots, and usurped himself the su- 
preme power.

‘The enterprise was consid- 
ered as perfectly audacious, but it was en- 
tirely successful, and in a few days Busta- 
mente was shorn of his power, and was in 
exile. Santa Anna found himself, by this 
new revolution of tbe political wheel, again 
at the top, and in a higher position than ev- 
er before.

A Hard Case. 

Once a priest, always a priest is the dog- 
ma of the Papal Church. <A singular re- 
sult of this dugma and of its recognition by 
civil authorities is given by a correspond: 
ent of the Puritan. 

“Tt is known that the Romish church 
gives to its clergy an indelible character— 
and the qualities received at ordination 
must remain forever. But one would think 
that when a priest resigns his place and of- 
fice, and abandons the church, all effects of 
his ordination should cease, at least in the 
eyes of a civil court. But in France it is 
not so. Mr. Vignaud, formerly Romish
